'Hie .United States is a shining ex- 
ample of a.republic tharpislioFbl&n'able lo esdpe war, hav- 
ing had at least one fanijly rpw (hat Iqoms large in the history 
of the wars of-the world. Mexico ajso has the republican form 
of government, but it fajls to keep that country at peace. 


It is to be believed thjjl' something besides the form of gov- 


ernment must be responsible for (lie prevention of wars and 
for lasting peace,- if lasting peace is ever to come. T.hcre is 
nothing to indicate that the voice 
1 of the peoples of the Old 


World would have prevented the present war if. the decision 
had. befli left i pthem. Every sign points to the utmost loyalty 
of -them'all to their governments and a willingness to endure 
all that they are enduring for,the sake of the governments 
under which they live. 
. -Human, nature is not'.changed by the form of government, 
consequently universal peace, if it is ever to come, must be 
looked for in some other direction. It is sincerely to be hoped 
that in time the human race wjll be able to evolve better 
methods than .war for the adjustment of its differences, but 
this glorious end will never be, achieved through the adoption 
of any particular form of government.
